Washington. P. C., April .‘1. — The weather was 
wintry tliis afternoon, but a big attendance was 
at the track to witness the races, wliich were fnii 
of interest, aithougli tiie card was far below tin* 
staiuhird. The track was dry on toi), but is still 
heavy and holtUng underneath. 

Two races for the youngsters were the chief 
attractions of the afternoon. Doth of them were 
Won by .Tohn E. Madden's coits, the entry finishing 
one-two in the first, which was second on the card, 
and Iligii Uange taking the fonrtii. 

Derkeley and t'oniedlenne declined the handicap, 
whicli opened the sport. Smoker and Simple Hon- 
ours wer.‘ the choices, but tmth were ilefeated b.v 
C'ainpaign<-r. Tlie winner lost several lengths on 
the stretch turn, but came again '.vith a rush and 
secured first place" from Smoker in the last stride. 
The hitter and Simple Honours finished In the 
mid.lle of the track and Smoker proved the gamer. 

The Madden entry, consisting of Takahira and 
Deviser, were niiicli the best of the eight young- 
sters which started in the sei-ond nice, 'llie winner 
was never extended and was eased up at the end. 
I.ad.v Etlielyn tinislied with a rnsli and took third 
place in the last stride from Great Jubilee. 

Millst.Hie, the winner of the fifth race, was cred- 
ited with some fast trials and ran accordingly, 
rmbrella, which was heavily Irackeil at the time 
of lier last start and was lieaten off. tinislied s<‘cond 
ill tile last stride. tVoodline ran into the fem-e 
in the stretch and fell. JiM-key Kraus was badly 
shaken np by liis tumble. 

The biggest upset of the afteruixm came with 
the rinuiing of the last race, in wlilcli iVspiessiug 
was a pronounced favorite. Dark Row raced tlie 
favorite into defeat in the first half, but was forced 
to do ills tiest at the end to withstand the game 
challenge of Killlecrankie. 

JiK-key McCarthy rode four winners and fini.shcd 
tliird with both of his other two mounts. His fol- 
lowing profited liandsomely. 



Established in ISTi.l, this, the most discussed of 
all the spring linndiea|is, has on six occasions onl.v 
lieen won by three-year-olds; sixteen four-year-olds 
liave proved successful; nineteen five-.vear-olds; ten 
six-year-olds; and four aged animals, all of which, 
liowever, were seven years old. 

Among tlie latter is found the name of the first 
“Lincidn” winner. Tliis was tlie lialf-bretl Caurlre, 
whicli. after running unplaced at I.iverpool tliree 
weeks earlier, warn by a head from Hani. Another 
aged horse to prove successful was Vestrainster. 
whicli only cost !M» guineas as a two-year-old, and 
credited tlie liale ami heart.v veteran. .Mr. G. Hialg- 
iiian, ‘'the Fatlier of the Turf,” with the Cani- 
bridgesliiri-. among otlier races. 

Tlie value of tlie first handicap was $7!)o, and out 
of that anuaiut the owner of the winner had to con- 
tribute $.->i» toward tlie expenses. .V sliarp contrast 
is alTordisl w lien it is pointisl out tiiat .M. Ephrussi 
was the riclier li.v when Ob triiimplied for the 

.second time twelve months ago. Kaleldos<*ope lH*at 
a ver.v fine field in 1S78, when the stakes were worth 
$;i.S(.M>, this lieliig the record value. 

The year of its institution, and the following one, 
the “Lincoinsliir#” was run over one and a half 
miles, but tlie m-xt season tlie distance was ri-duced 
to one iiiik-, and has never b<-eu alterisl. Since its 
foundation, liowever. the first favorite has ^on on 
but seven iK-casloiis. tlie “liottest” Iming the mighty 
ISeiidigo. wliicli started at 11 to 4. On the other 
hand, \ eraclt.v and Oberon were so slightly esteemerl 
tliat ."itl to 1 could liave tu-eu had aliont their chance. 

The smallest field on ri“cord (four only) ran in 
1 S.">.>, the first time the race was decided over a 
mile. The winner turned up in Sauceliox, carry- 
ing. .")st 1211) and ridden by Fordham. Saucebox Is, 
of course, well remembereil as the winner of the 
St. Leger, the twenty-sixth race in which he com- 
(leted as a three-year-old. His dam dying soon after 
he was foaled, the colt was brought ui> by baud, yet 
in three seasons on tlie turf he started for no fewer 
than fifty-four ract-s, winning, among others, the 
Mancliester Cup and Doncaster Stakes, ere sold, as 
a sire, to France. 

The lowest weight ever carried to victory was 
."st 71b, shoulderiHl by Treasure Trove, which won 
by a neck from a real good horse in Saccharometer, 
the latter conceding 4!>lb. Darker, the rider of the 
winner, got into rather serious trouble for disoliey- 
ing the starter and was reported to the stewards of 
tlie J(K-key Cliil). It is hardly necessary to remind 
readers that Clorane carried the highest weight, for, 
setting at defiance his imiiost of Dst 41h, he gave 
Quarrel .'5711) and a good beating. Other fairly heav- 
il.v burdened winners were The Rejected (a winner 
of 26 races), with Sst 111b; Wlnkfleld’s Pride, with 
8st 91b; Ob, with Sst 101b; and I’oulet (which also 
got a ‘'Lincoln” winner in Lord George), with 
Sst 71b. 

The greatest numlH-r of animals to contest the 
race was thirty-six. This happened in 1881, when 
Ducbanan, in the snow, gained an easy victory by 
ten lengths and thus earned his first winning 
bracket. Thirty-five started when Tomahawk was 
first past the ))ost, and the next year The Gunner 
defeated a field of thirty-one, as also did Footstep 
in 1877. It was an era of big fields, ' for between 
the two last-raentlonwl winners came Controversy, 
which cantered home three lengths in front of a 
field of thirty. 

On only one occasion has a dead heat been re- 
corded, namely, in 1871, when V'ulcan, a good son of 
Thunderbolt and the winner of thirty-three races, 
then seven years old, walkeil over after a tie with 
Veranda, the stakes iM-ing divided. 

In 1870, when Sycee, the grandam of Minting, ran 
second, the meeting was postponed from February 
15 to 18 ‘‘on account of bad weather.” 

Three “Lincoln” winners have each been steered 
b.v M. Cannon and O. Madden. The ftMuner was suc- 
cessful on Clorane, Wlnkfield’s Pride and Sir Geof- 
frey, which, with Wolf’s Crag, only started once 
at three years, winning the handicap under notice; 
Madden’s winning mounts were General Peace, Little 
Eva and Over Norton. — Sporting Life.

New Orleans, La., April 2. — Tcniaceo’s defeat b.v 
Jack Witt in llx* feature race was the chief inci- 
dent of the day’s s|K>rt ami caused tlu‘ otficials to 
ini|Ulre into the poor sliowiiig of the Ellison repre- 
sentative. Notter, Ids rider, exiiliiined that the 
horse seemed sluggish for tlie first thris'-quarters. 
but wlien aroused, came with a rush through the 
stretch and got up in time to take ' second place 
from Monsiguor. ’Tlie judges, on the contrary, 
tlioiight that Notter had ridden a bad looking race 
and did not h«-sitate to inform the rider of their 
opinion. 

Owner Ellison had no excuses to offer for the 
horse’s defeat and stated tliat he had wagered 
heavil.v on him. The otficials, although stating tliat 
the rai-e had a suspicious ap|»earance, took no fur- 
ther action. The race was at a mile and a six- 
teenth, four going to the i>ost, witli Temaciai a 
fast recisling favorite. Monsignor receiving tlie 
bulk of the heav.v supjiort in the ring. Jack 
Witt was. at all times, a strongly supjiorted fanc.v 
of tlie smart set. Lucky Mose, the other starter, 
was neglecteil. The winner took a long lead at 
■Muc. ' aial maintained i( throughout. Luck.v .Mof«> 
was well up in second plac*e for tliree-ipiarters be- 
fore being supplanted liy Monsignor, wliich in turn, 
succumbed in the last stride to Temaivo. 

Favorites and second choices carried off most of 
the purses during the afternoon. * 

Notter’s following gained riches iiy that rider's 
feat in piloting three of the afternoon's winners. 

Close* finishes came witli the running of most of 
tile races and as the fields were reduced by scratclies 
to medium size, there was less crowding and rough 
riding than any da.v this week. 

The officials were; on the alert for foul riders and 
V. I’owers. for his attempt to imiMsle Coon in the 
tliird raea*, was iiromptly punished by a fine of $.";0. 

.Tooke.v Conlln was reported to have cut across 
at tlie start of the second race with liis mount, 
Dick Rose, and was suspended for three da.vs. 

Tlie opening race went to Disagreement, recently 
pur<‘liased b.v J. I. Sockwell. Notter took the gelding 
Into the lead on the stretch turn and held sway 
to the finish. 

On Dess Ward in the next race Notter managed 
to leave the post in the lead and remained there 
to the finish. Canada was the best horse in the 
race but interference soon after the start accounted 
for his def»*at. 

Meadowbreeze. long overdue, managed to win the 
third race under a hustling ride on the part of 
Nieol. 

I>itns Eater, at a false price, proved conclusively 
that he was best of a good band by taking the fifth 
race in easy fashion after a rough trip. 

l.smise Macfarlan, running to her best form, 
ups<‘t a good thing b.v lieatlng Royal Den in the 
closing strides of the last race. 

I.ad.v .\lmy, running kindl.v for Notter, took the 
sixth from Alliert Star. 

For disobedience at the post jockey R. Fisher 
wau suspended for tlie rest of the meeting by the 
•tarter. 

R. A. Smith sold to H. Clark today the useful 
plater Gn*en Seal with a further stipulation of 
half of the horse’s earnings, if any, in tomorrow’s 
stake race in which he will be a starter. 

After betting had been in progress for some time 
cm Ibe last radb, it was found necessary to withdraw 
Maelstrom on account of an Injury lie sustained 
while warming np. The money wagered on him 
was ordered refundeil. 

Bert Osra, which fell In tlie third race yesterday, 
cmstalned injuries that led to his destruction. Wild 
Irishman also was severely injured and his owner 
gave him to a newsboy. 

The latest move to enact laws that will curtail 
betting oo races In this section Is a bill lielng 
framed by a party of lawyers and the proposed 
measure will be submitted to the next legislature. 
^3. J. McLaughlin is the chairman of the com- 
inUtee of lawyers who have drafted the measure, 
and they will appear before the legislature to urge 
its passage when that body convenes. 

Jockey Notter will d^art tomorrow night for 
Nojv York. His last day here should be a banner 
one, as he is slated to ride seven of the most 
promising contenders that start in the different 
races during the afternoon. His mounts follow; 
Intervene, The Bear, Robin Hood, Green Seal, Sev- 
(>rus. Coruscate and Qnagga. 



Oakland, Cal., April .I. — Today’s card at Oakland 
engaged a medio<*re class of hors<*s throughout. 
From a speculative standpoint the sjiort was unex- 
pectedl.v satisfactory and profitable to form players, 
with the successes of the four favorites Nagazam, 
Aliena, Eduardo and Columbia Girl. - 

Walter Miller commenced proceedings with such 
a ridiculously easy victory on Jack Keene’s Naga- 
zam that the impresison prevailed among close 
observer.s generally that the contention behind him 
was the reverse of streniwus. 

In the juvenile race midget Walsh made the 
champion jockey look like the proverbial thirty 
emits, gaining such an advantage at the start that 
he was able to lead the favorite. Ocean Queen, 
home with Applegate’s diminutive filly. Cosset. 

Walsli carried off tlie jiK-key honors with two 
wins. Cosset and Eduardo, the last named proving 
an easy winner of the chief feature on the card, 
in wliich the former celebrity, Borghesi, Como and 
others ftailed him home.

HOW KAFFIR CHIEF WON HIS GREAT RAClJ! 

Naturally, tlie running of the first big flat race 
of the year, the I.iiicolusliire Handicap, aroused 
tremendous interest in such a siKirt-lovlng country 
as England and the signal overthrow of i.aiid 
League and the other favorites by the outsider 
Kaffir Oiief Is discussed in many columns of de- 
scriptions and explanations in tlie newsimpers. Of 
the running of the race itself. S[)orting Life, says: 

“Ten minutes after the advertis<*d time Mr. 
Coventry effected a perfect start, the field leaving 
the gate in one unbroken line. Land League and 
Rockbourne were the only imir left at the start, 
and as tlie pace Increased they dripped back. The 
first pair to show in front were Morgendale and 
I’etiial, but on setting down. Succory stretched out 
in clear command of Petual and I.smgcroft, these 
iH'ing well up in advance of Best Friend, then to- 
ward the right came Var and Fire Clay, the latter 
pair, in close company, having at their heels Fore- 
runner II. Then came Kaffir Chief, Snatch, Mor- 
gendale and Queenie V., the latter with a berth to 
herself on the left, clear of Bellatrix and Sea Trip. 
Coming to the junction of the courses. Best Friend 
and Var retired from the leading position, I’etual 
being the next to give way.' Succory and I,ong- 
croft singled themselves out from Kaffir Chief, but 
a quarter of a mile from home Succory began to 
lose ground, leaving Ixmgcroft with a decided lead 
of Kaffir Chief and Forerunner II. Kaffir Chief 
began to wear down Longcroft, which faltered In 
his stride as he caiitt to the crowd, and Mt. Bar- 
nard’s game little horse asserted his superiority, 
and though Longcroft was again overtaking him, 
Kaffir Chief gallantly kept him at bay and won by 
a length and a half; thre^ leng'ths divided second 
and third. Forerunner II. was a fair fourth. Suc- 
cory (ran well) fifth. Fire Clay (not dLsgraced) 
sixth, Rockbourne (slow to get going) seventh, 
Bellatrix (never prominent) eighth, Petual (ran 
fast) ninth, Var tenth. Catty Crag eleventh, Byzlar 
twelfth, Duke of Sparta thirteenth. Morgendale 
fourteenth. Land Ijcague (did not give bis true 
form) fifteenth, the last three being Chandon, Earl- 
ston and Queenie V. Time by S. Smith & Son’s 
chronograph, 1 :47|. 

“Longcroft, In many opinions, was the nnluckiest 
horse that ever contested a Lincolnshire Handicap. 
He had the race in bis keeping more than once 
in the last quarter of a mile, and his jockey con- 
tends that had be been allowed a whip be would 
have been first Instead of second. As it was, when 
in front and going great gun* he took sudden 
fright at the crowds on the rails. This caused 
him to hesitate in such a manner tliat Kaffir C%ief 
was enabled to get a distinct advantage, which he 
was able to hold to the finish, with Longcroft com- 
ing again. 

“Kaffir Chief is a bay gelding, six years old, by 
Raebnrn — Ingonda. He ran twice unsuccessfully as 
a two-year-oW, but the following year won three 
minor handicaps in nine attempts. In 1906 he ran 
no fewer than fourteen times, and scored five times, 
including a victory in the Castle Irwell Handicap 
at the Manchester NoVHnfler meeting. His best 
performance that year, however, was In the Cam- 
bridgeshire, in which race he ran second to Poly- 
melus. Last year he led off by running np to Ob 
in the Lincolnshire Handicap, but then seemed to 
lose his form, and it was not till the final day of 
the season be was seen In winning coiora, again 
taking the Caatia Irwell Handloap.*’ 



Los .\ngoles. Cal., April 3 . — An excellent and 
well-balanceil card today brought out an unexpect- 
edly large crowd. In fact, it appears as if racing 
could rim here for weeks yet without showing a 
decrea.se in its popularity. 

A coup was brought off with McChord, which 
made a fair band of platers look cheap in the 
third race. The quotations showed that Mc<3hord 
was negleeteil by the local sharpshooters but It Is 
rnnioriHl that he was well backed throughout the 
country. 

Henry .Mason gave Ormonde’s Right to his friends 
as the probable winner in the fifth race, and he 
was heavily supported, but failed to finish in the 
first three after racing prominently to the head of 
tlie stretch. 

The followers of Goldstein had a good day and he 
appears to have a winning lead for the Bennet 
Jockey Cup trophy, which will be awarded to the 
leading jiK-key of the week by the judges tomorrow. 

Today was the final cut-in, only sixteen books 
taking stands. 



I.exington, Ky., April 3. — R. L. Thomas, en route 
from Los Angeles to New York, spent today in Lex- 
ington. Twelve of his hqrses, in charge of trainer 
Henry McDaniel, are on the road from California 
to New York. Mr. Thomas left twelve in Califor- 
nia to be turned out during the summer. He has 
four here in charge of John Rodegap that will be 
shipped to New York later in the season. Mr. 
Thomas says he had a successful winter on the 
coast. 

Secretary W. R. Letcher made the announcement 
this afternoon that Charles F. Price will be pre- 
siding judge and Jake Holtman starter at the spring 
meeting which opens here April 22. 

Nine horses which will carry the colors of Louis 
A. Celia are here and now quartered at the Mead- 
ows in charge of trainer Ben Meyers. They are 
Tlvollni, La Souer, Divorcee. Mondella and the two- 
year-olds Inela, Von Buelow (half-brother to Min- 
nie Adams), Eleanm- Wagner and Tuscan Gold. 

John Marklein has engaged stable room for four 
horses during the coming meeting. The track dried 
out rapidly today and wUl be in condition for work 
tomorrow. 



New Orleans, La., April 3. — ^The text of a bill 
for an act to prohibit betting in Louisiana was 
made public today by the leaders of the anti-rac- 
ing movement. 

It Is an amended version of the Tennessee sta- 
tute, passed on by the rapreme court of that state 
and declared constitutional. It prohibits book- 
making at tracks or elsewhere, but does sot debar 
a man from making a private bet with a friend. 

The act declares in effect that any person who 
shall, in any room, hall, house, or upon any course, 
within or without an inclosnre, engage in encourag- 
ing, promoting, or assisting In the operation a 
betting booth, a French mntnel pooling device 
upon any kind of hwse race or races, or in selling 
auction poiris upon horse races, or shall in any 
way encourage or assist persons to bet npon a 
race shall be gnilty ef a misdemeanor, and. upon 
conviction, be fined not less than 9100 nor nMve 
than 9500 and Imprisoned for (Jot less than six 
months nos more than twelve ^ ;
